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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is responsive to communication received 1 1/17/2005 - 
Amendment. 

Claims 1 , 2, 4, 5, 6, 7, 1 0, 1 1 , 1 4, 1 5 and 1 8-28 remain pending. 
Following is an action on the MERITS: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 19 and 21-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. In this case, the 
inclusion of the language "at a single point" is deemed to be new matter. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 19 and 21-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. The claims are deemed to be 
incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such 
omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See 
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MPEP § 2172.01 . In this case, the omitted structural cooperative relationships are as 
follows: It is not seen how the language "at a single point" to define the connection 
between the plane containing the heel and the plane containing the front face can 
accurately define the structural connection between the heel and the front face. 

Specification 

The amendment filed 1 1/17/2005 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because 
it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: The inclusion of 
the language "at a single point" is deemed to be new matter. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the intersection of the 
plane containing the front face and the plane containing the front heel face being at a 
single point must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 103 
It is noted that if the application is amended to remove the language "at a single 
point" which has been identified, supra, as new matter, the rejection of the claims 
remains as follows: 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 4, 21, 22, 25 and 26 STAND rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Fenton in view of Johnson, as set forth in the last Office action, 

mailed 06/15/2005. 

Claims 1 and 2 STAND rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Koide in view of Johnson, as set forth in the last Office action, mailed 06/1 5/2005. 

Claims 19, 21, 23 and 24 STAND rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Neher in view of Johnson, as set forth in the last Office action, mailed 
06/15/2005. 

Applicant is again respectfully reminded to maintain a clear line of demarcation 
among each of the instant claims and the claims of U.S. Patent Nos. 6,648,771 and 
6,319,146. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 27 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. Note, the new matter rejection of independent 
claim 21 must also be addressed and resolved. 

Claims 5, 6, 7, 1 0, 1 1 , 1 4, 1 5, 1 8, 20 and 28 appear to be allowable over the prior 
art references of record. 
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Conclusion 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 2, 4, 19 and 21-26 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
